WASHINGTON, June 28.—Charges filed 
with First Assistant Postmaster General 
Wynne by N. K. Baker have brought the 
Bundy Time Clock Company, George W. 
Beayers, and others to the front in the 
postal investigation. The charges, which 
have been referred to Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow, throw much 
light on the way such contract’ as the 
one for time clocks are obtained. 

The Bundy Company is a concern in 
which George W. Dunn, Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee of New York, 
and, State Senator George W. Green of the 
fame State are interested. It made a con- 
tract to furnish the Post Office. Depart- 
rent with time clocks. The usual custom 


fs to make such contracts for periods of 


only one year, but the Bundy Company 


somehow managed to get_a four-year con- 
tract. Nor was there any advertisement 
for bids or any competition whatever, con- 
trary to the department’s practice. 

The department paid for* these clocks 


from $100 to $125 each, according to size. 
The regular market price is given as from 
$55 to $60 each when purchased singly, and 
a considerable reduction when purchased in 
lots of a dozen or more.

Shortly Defore midnight last night 
Roundsman Farrell, who has charge of the 
police. squad.at the Manhattan terminal 
of the bridge, heard the telephone in the 
little beoth just off of Park Row ringing 
vocifercusly.

“Ccllect all the men you can,” sald @ 
voice at the ether end of the wire, “ and 
meet a Coney Island train at the island 
piatform, There has been a riot in a car.” 

It took the big Roundsman about three 
minutes to collect ten men, and he headed 
them up the staircase to the middie piat- 
form in the train shed. There they waited 
for about five minutes until a Coney Island 
train pulled into the shed. It passed the 
north platform where passengers are usual- 
ly discharged, and continued to the island 
platform: Farrell was at the end of the 
Platform, and as the motorman passed he 
shouted out: 

“They're in the second car!" 

Farrell passed the word to his men, and 
when the train came slowly to a stop the 
second car was guarded at each end by five 
policemen. - Farrell found the conductor, 
who explained to him that about thirty 
Italans had boarded the train at Coney 
Tsland and had been making a disturbance 
all the way into the city. He said they had 
crowded women out of their seats, had used 
objectionable language, and made them- 
selves generally disagreeable. The con- 
ductor attempted to remonstrate, but they 
roger him from the car, and he feared for 
is e. 

On his complaint two men were arrest- 
ed as the leaders of the crowd. They 
said they were Antonio Complaino, thirty- 
five years old, of 67 Bayard Street, and 
Cortino Domenico, twenty-six years old, of 
10 Franklin Street. They were taken to 
the Oak Street Station, where they were 
locked up charged with disorderly conduct. 
Albert Triquet of 218 Humboldt Street, 
Brooklyn, the conductor of the train, prom- 
ised to appear against the men this morn- 
ing in the Tombs Court. 

Roundsman Farrell held all the passen- 
gers in the second car until the others in 
the train had left the platform. Then the 
Italians were singled out and held until 
the other passengers had left the second 
car. The Italians not arrested were escort- 
ed to Park Row by the policemen and were 
warned not to create any further disturb- 
ance.

HISTORICAL DOCUMENT FOUND. 


Supposed Copy of Act#of Congress of 
1790 Providing for Purchase of 
West Point.

TRENTON,,N. J., June 28.—State Treas- 
urer Frank O. Briggs has in his possession 
& document which is believed to be an or- 
iginal and true copy of an act of Congress 
passed on July 5, 1790, while the National 
Legislature was in session in New York 
City, providing for the purchase by the 
Government of West Point, on the Hudson, 
as a military station and school of mili- 
tary instruction. 

This document was presented to Mr. 
Briggs by Clayton L. Traver, the Trenton 
book collector, who, knowing that the Stato 
Treasurer Ils a graduate of West Point, and 
Laturally interested in anything pertaining 
to that place, secured possession of the 
paper when he found it while rummaging 
through one of the old book stores in Phil- 
adelphia. 

The paper is in a splendid state of preser- 
vation. It is marked in ink with “ No. 7,” 
and signed by Thomas Jefferson, Secretary 
of State, and Frederick Augustus Muhlen- 
berg, Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives. John Adams's name as Vice Presi- 
dent also appears on the copy of the bill.

“The tide of reform swept over us, and 
since then an enormous advance has been 
made. What I wish to do is to suggest that 
we are in danger of an ébb in this reform 
in this matter, largely through misunder- 
standing, through misconception of the 
actual condition of things, 

“TI hear a great many people talk, anit-1 
find that they have been expecting the 
impossible. They have supposed that a 
transition could be made from hades to the 
kingdom of heaven in a month. such 
things do not occur in this old world in 
which we live, 

“I think if any one will make a care- 
ful, fair, unbiased study of the matter he 


will be compelled to admit that in almost 
every Ceparcment of our city’s life most 
wonderful improvement has been made, as 
great an improvement as we have any right 
to expect when we consider the conditicns 
in which things were two years ago, and 
when we remember that it is only. cr- 
dinary, fallible human beings to whose 
hands we can trust even the work of 
reform, 

“ Let us, then, not be discouraged or dis- 
heartened; let us rather do what we can to 
lift the life, the enthusiasm, the wave of 
this city’s reform and sweep out of sight 


; the last vestige of the old corruption that 


cursed the city so long, 

“And the thing you need to remember is 
that there is no question but that we can 
do it. If this city goes back into the hands 
of the kind of people who have been ad- 
n.inistering it, then it is your fault and 
mine. The better element of the City of 
New York is aes enough, numerous 
enough, to control it if it will. 

* Let us, then, ower with petty criticism 
of our public officials; let us hold them, 
indeed, to strict account by doing the best 
We can, but let us not hamper them or 
discourage them or put Into the hearts of 
those we talk with the feeling that there is 
no use, and 80 prepare the way for the 
ébbing of the reform movement which has 
risen so high. 

‘Let us rather see to it that there shall 
be a flood of intelligence, of honesty, of 
earnestness, of straightout manliness in 
the conduct of our city’s affairs."’

NEW. JERSEY’S AMENDMENTS. 


Substance of the Constitutional Changes 
Which Will Be Submitted to 
Popular Vote. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 28.—The proposed 
constitutional amendments, to be voted on 
at a special election in New Jersey Sept. 
22, are so little understood that they have 
been reduced to the following statements: 

The proposed amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the State have passed two con- 
secutive Legislatures, and all they require 
to become operative is the indorsement of 
the people at the polls. It is claimed that 
the reorganization of the courts, as pro- 
posed, will effect considerable saving for 
litigants and expedite business. 

The amendments will create a new Board 
of Pardons, to consist of the Governor, 
Chancellor, and the Attorney General. The 
existing board is composed of the Governor, 
the Chancellor, and the six lay Judges of 
the Court of Errors and Appeals. They 
create a new Appellate Court, to consist 


of a Chief Justice and four associates. The 
present Court of Errors and Appeals is 
composed of the Chaneellor, the Chief Jus- 
tice, eight associate Justices, and six lay 
Judges. 

They give the Vice Chancellors the same 
powers as are now exercised by the Chan- 
cellor. Under existing law the Vice Chan- 
cellors hear cases, and their findings must 
be approved by the Chancellor. 

They give the Legislature power to decide 
how the Court of Common Pleas ‘n the 
counties shall be constituted and held. 

They give to the Governor the power to 
appoint the Vice Chancellors and_require 
confirmation by the Senate. Vice Chincel- 
lors are now appointed by the Chanc2!lor. 

The new Court of Last Resort will in- 
yolve an increase in the State appropriation 
for Judges’ salaries and expenses of at 
least $60,000 a year. The advantage of hav- 
ing a separate Court of Appeals will be 
that it will relieve the Justices of te Su- 
preme Court of the extra labor and allow 
the court to work continuously on appealed 
cases.

It is learned that he is a Hindu of much 
wealth who is traveling privately over the 
world to study different system of agri- 
culture, with the purpose of teaching his 
countrymen how to raise enough to feed

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© HE HATED THE POLICE 
END SHOT A POLICEMAN 


a Staten Island Terror Mortally 
a . Wounded an Officer. 


Said He Was Ready to Go to the Elec 
tric Chair—Another Man Was 
Wounded. 


Filled with insane anger because the 
police for years had interfered with his wild 
life, Harry Keeley, a terror of Staten Isl- 
and, vented his hatred of the officers of 
the law early yesterday morning by firing 
three bullets into Policeman James Me- 
Grath. He started outon Saturday even- 
ing with a pistol and 154 cartridges, boast- 
ing that he would kill a policeman and 
would then gladly go to the electric chair. 

) He shot McGrath in Broad Street, Staple- 
ton, and the officer is in the Smith In- 
firmary, probably mortally wounded. 

Keeley comes of a respected family that 
lives in New York Avenue, Clifton. He is 
about thirty years old, and for half that 
time has led a wild life. His offenses were 
of a minor nature, however, until about 
ten years ago, when he kicked James Me- 
Namara in the abdomen and killed him, 
Then the police interfered, and he was sent 
to Sing Sing Prison for five years. 

That term turned his career definitely 
into one of defiance of the law. He came 
out of the prison filled with hatred of his 
fellow-men and particularly of the police. 
From time to time he gave the officers 
trouble, always fighting when they went to 
arrest him and always making a bad pris- 


oner in the various police stations that he ; 


knew by occupancy. 

Keeley went to a ball at Clifton about six 
months ago and in the course of it tried to 
manage the affair, with the result that Po- 
liceman William Jose was called in to sub- 
due him. There was a savage fight in the 
baliroom and Keeley was subdued only 
when Henry Wintermyer, Joseph McAlar- 
ney, Joseph Hanley, and John Fritz of Sta- 
pleton went to Jose’s assistance. 

He was saved from prison by his law- 


yers, who raised a question as to his san- 
ity. The Magistrate coramitted him to the 
Manhattan ospital. for ninety days for 
ebservation, and thirty days later he was 
reported by the police to be again in his old 
haunts. He returned with new hatred for 
the police and for the men that had helped 
Jose, and threatened repeatedly to take 
revenge. 

He left his home early on Saturday even- 
ing and started cn a round of saloons in 
Clifton and other near-by places. At the 
Various resorts he exhibited his pistol and 
declared his intention of making trouble 
before the night was ov.+. Several of the 
men who heard his threats told policemen 
to be on guard. 

He met Wintermyer and Fritz in the 
early morning in Broad Street and imme- 
diately reproached then: for their conduct 
at the ball.. \when he showed his pistol 
they thought it best to leave, and did so. 
They met 
the havior of Keeley. 

McGrath went to where Keeley was 
standing with Henry Scudder, a negro, at 
Broad and Centre Streets. He ordered Kee- 
ley to go home, and the man surlily refused 
to move. McGrath again ordered Keeley 
away and the man drew his pistol. Me- 
Grath half turned to draw his weapon and 
Keeley opened fire. One bullet entered 
the officer's left breast above the heart, 
another entered his right shoulder, and a 
third tore the fingers of his right hand. 
Two other shots fired by Keeley went wild. 

Fritz and Wintermyer, who had been 
watching from a distance, started on a run 
to‘help McGrath, who had fallen. 
fired again and brought down Fritz with a 
bullet in his right foot. Being unarmed, 
Wintermyer quickly helped Fritz out of 
range. 

Men ran up from all directions, and with 
them was Policeman John Durkin. The 
latter bent over McGratn, and the wounded 
™man said: 

“I'm shot, John. He did it.” 

He pointed to where Keeley was standing 
in a group. Durkin thought that McAlar- 
ney, who had run up, was the man meant, 
and jumped for him. McAlarney tried to 
throw up his hands, anc Durkin, mistak- 
ing the motion, felled the man with a blow 
$f his club. Several men shouted that 

ley had done the shooting, and Durkin 

um at him. Keeley tried to shoot, but 
m struck him across the mouth with 
the club, felling him. Keeley jumped up 
and tried to shoot, and Durkin felled him 
again. He still tried tu fight, but Durkin 
took away his pistol, and, with the aid of 
some men in the crowd, struggled with him 
_. to the station house, half a mile away. 

There four policemen had to hold him 
while he was searched. They found cart- 
ago in ali his pockets, counting out 128 
n all. 

McGrath's pistol was found on Scudder. 
He said he picked it up from the ground, 
and it is supposed that McGrath had drawn 
it when he was struck by the bullet over 
the heart. Scudder was arrested, charged 
with highway robbery. 

In the New Brighton Police Court yes- 
terday Magistrate Croak held Keeley with- 
out bail to await the result of McGrath's 
Wounds, and held Scudder in $1,500 bonds.

Close Brushes Between Noted Trotters

From the col- 
umns of our neighbor The Sun we copy 
his rémarkable letter to the President of 
Colombia: 

“1. One must admit as a fundamental 
princtipie that the only person that may 
build the Panama Canali now is the United 
States; and that neither European Govern- 
ments nor private financiers would dare te 
fight either against the Monroe Doctrine 
or American Tréasury for building Panama ; 
Canai tn case Americans return to Nicara- 
gua if Congress does not ratify treaty. } 

“2 It results from this evident principle 
that failure of ratification only opens two 
ways: j 

“ Bither construction of Nicaragua Canal 
and absolute loss for Colombia of the incal- 
culable advantages resulting from con- 
struction on her territory of the great 
artery of universal commerce; 

“Or, construction of Panama Canal after 
Secession and declaration of independence 
of the Isthmus of Panama under protection 
of the United States as it has happened 
with Cuba. 

“3. I hope that your elevated patriotic 
policy will save your country from the two 
precipices where would perish either the 
prosperity or integrity of Colombia, and 
whither would lead the advices of blinded 
people or of evildoers who wish to reject 
treaty, or to modify it, which would 
amount to the same thing.’”’ 


The Frenchman, of course, is thinking 
of the $40,000,000 which the United 
States will pay to the New Panama Ca- 
nal Company for its rights and property 
if the Hay-Herran treaty is ratified at 
Bogota. To the Frenchmen whom Der 
Lesserps deluded with his visions and 
plundered by his improvidence, the little 
matter of $40,000,000 or so might seem 
negligible. M. BUNAU-VARILLA does not 
intend to neglect it, however. He is after 
the forty millions which his company 
would never get if the treaty should fail. 
A sou marquee, or, as M. BUNAU-VARILLA 
would more probably put it, a rouge liard 
would be about the value of the conces- 
sions, rights, maps, dredges, and diggings 
of the New Panama Canal Company if 
the perversity of the Colombian Congress 
should force us to turn again to the 
Nicaragua route. 

The best thing about the letter is that 
it puts the exact truth before the Presi- 
dent of Colombia. There will be no Pan- 
ama Canal if we do not build it; if the 
treaty is not ratified there is a probabil-

we were to quit Panama altogether and 
dig the canal across the Isthmus at 
Nicaragua, the loss to Colombia would 
be irreparable.

Even the smaller gain in net payment, 
if it is sustained throughout the city— 
the casés wé have réfefréd to were in 
Manhattah—wouid bé substantial and 
would demand tiie approval of taxpay- 
érs. Our readers are aware that the new 
system of valuation has not seemed to 
us a wise One, and we do not regard the 
immediate advantages secured by means 
of it a8 likely to be retained. But in cal- 
culating the actual burden of the city 
government, and weighing “impartially 
the benefits the city has obtained from 
the reform administration, the showing 
is unquestionably a very creditable one. 


THE KAISER’S KIND APPROACHES. 

The suecess of the Socialists in aug- 
menting their power in the German 
Reichstag may give the Kaiser and the 
privileged classes food for reflection, but 
the great mass of Germans will see in 
this “‘ movement toward the Left,” in this 
snub to the Agrarians, an augury that 
food for the body will be cheaper. In 
the United States it is hard to under- 
stand the situation as regards food which 
confronts the majority of the German 
people. 

It was bad enough beforé the laws went 
into effect which cut off the importation 
of fresh meat, except in whole carcasses 
including “lights and livers.” At that 
time large quantities of fresh meat came 
in from other countries and was turned 
into sausages, the only form in which 
wide circles of the population could af- 
ford to buy meat at all. Not only has 
this necessity risen to the price of a 
luxury, but through the pressure exer- 
cised by the Agrarians canned meats 
have been practically removed from the 
poor man'’s—the laborer’s—table. 

An article in the Deutsche Wirth- 
schaftspolitik, a monthly magazine of 
political economy, states that in Germany 
there are 35,000,000 incomes below the 
yearly sum of $225—and five persons are 
reckoned to an income! Meat under such 
conditions is an impossibility; all they 
can obtain is smoked or salt fish and oil, 
while with regard to cereals it is clear 
that the Agrarians have hoped to limit 
their importation in order that German 
agriculture shall flourish. Cut off since 
last April from his cheay sausage and 
looking forward to attacks on the prices 
for other cheap foods, it is no wonder 
that Germans join the Socialists or de- 
bate the question of emigration. The 

| surprise is that they have not revenged 
themselves long ago on the privileged 
classes by throwing themselves headlong 
into the arms of the Socialists, 

It is lucky for Germany, it is lucky for 
the Socialist leaders, too, that they have 
not done so. The struggle for political 

| existence has not only bred among the 

Socialists the ablest orators and journal- 

| ists of the day, but has given their lead- 

| ers time to sift some of the wildest as- 
sertions of theoretical writers and rhet- 

| oricians, and test them by facts in 
actual life. The result is a form of So- 
cialism so mild that the great gulf be- 
tween the autocratic though nominally 
constitutional ruler and this faction 
among his subjects can no longer be 
called unbridgeable, 

This would be likely if the ruler were 
the average monarch, alluded to by the 
safior during a royal visit to the flag- 
ship when he reported to the officer of 
the deck: “ Please, Sir, of them 
Kings has fallen down the companion- 
way.”

Kings,”’ he is a personality. The effect on |

It is not uhreasonablé to suppose that, 
if the facts as to the persecution of the 
Jews in Russia were really brought to 


the attention of the Emperor, he would. 


be impelled to apply to the sittation the 
emphatic lahguage of his décree of 
March 12. These are the words he then 
used: “We have deemed it expedient to 
strengthen and decree the undeviating 
observance of the principle of tolerance 
laid down by the fundamental laws of 
the Russian Empire, which, recognizing 
the Orthodox Church as the ruling one, 
grant to all our subjécts and to all for- 
eign persuasions freedom of creed and 
worship in accordance with other rites.” 

There can be no doubt that it was the 
Jews whom the Emperor had chiefly in 
mind when he made this decree. There 
is no other wect of serious importance 
that is denied the “ tolerance laid down 
by the fundamental laws of the Russian 
Empire.” There is no other to whom 
“freedom of creed and worship” is re- 
fused and the practicte of it made the 
subject of cruel persecution. Nor this 
alone. The “ creed and rites of worship ” 
of this sect are grossly misrepresented 
for the express purpose of arousing ani- 


mosity, a8 is clearly admitted in the of- 
ficial reports of the Russian Government, 


These misrepresentations which have 
and are intendéd to have such disastrous 
results are Widely circulated in prints 
which the Government tacitly indorses, 
since it has and uses freely the power to 
repress any publication, native or for- 
eign, that ig, disapproved. The curious 
thing in this-situation is that there is 
not a newspaper reader in any part of 
the world that cannot inform himself as 
to these matters more readily and accu- 
rately than the Czar of all the Russias. 
If the plain truth could reach him we are 
confident that he would act in the spirit 
of his admirable decree. 


BRITISH VIEWS OF AUTOMOBILING. 

The “Letters to the Editor” in the 
London Times are indications of public 
epinion quite as infallible and interest- 
ing as the leaders in the same journal. 
The letters reflect, with great accu- 
racy, the views of the British hous¢hold- 
er and paterfamilias upon the subjects 
which come home to his business and 
bosom. And, there as here, nothing 
comes nearer to the bosom of the casual 
citizen going about his lawful occa- 
sions.than the flying automobile, which 
the Briton insularlv insists upon calling 
a ‘“‘motor car.” Mr. W. S. GrLBerT has 
pointed out the practical difficulties 
which might arise from a general re- 
solve to shoot reckless automobilists, 
by reason of the inferiority of British 
marksmanship as illustrated in South 
Africa, which would imminently endan- 
ger the lives of innocent third parties. 
But he has since supplemented his criti- 
cism by suggesting that shooting per- 
mits might be granted, presumably on 
proof of marksmanship, to the owners 
of eligible villas along the roads most 
infested by automobilists, and let with 
the premises like other sporting priv- 
ileges. A more serious Briton has sug- 
gested to The Times that the penalty 
of the law should be directed against 
the machine and not the driver, or as 
well as the driver, and that it should 
be impounded for a shorter or longer 
period in proportion to the gravity of the 
offense. 

That there is another side to the ques- 
tion will be a novel proposition to 
many. The owners of high-power auto- 
mobiles, like other people who are ad- 
dicted to high living and plain thinking, 
are mostly inarticulate, not to say voice- 
But of them writes to The 
Times to represent himself, instead of a 
“terror, as a wandering good Samaritan, 
launched through the air at lightning 
speed on errands of mercy.

all sense of decency, and, throwing off all 
self-restraint, calls the youth who bore the 
strange device ‘a pig-headed yowler’ and 
demands ‘proof that it is admirable to 
carry a flag up a hill on a stormy night, 
when there is nothing doing at the top.'”’

When one remembers what a vast number 
of people have guaranteed the sweet rea- 
sonableness of ‘ Excelsior” and by direct 
implication staked their reputations as lo- 
gicians and moralists on their judgment of 
the poem, it does seem as though one ought 
to get a little excitement out of what was 
really much more of &n attack upon that 
multitude than upon the verses. Really to 
stir things up, perhaps, it will be necessary 
to charge Mr. LONGFELLOW with having 
made a ludicrous hodge-podge of Iroquois

——As it 18 incredible that there ts any 
such difference in natural rowing ability 
between the Cornell student body and those 
of the other colleges taking part in Fri- 
day's races at Poughkeepsie as was in- 
dicated by the result of the contests, it 
is necessary to look further for an ex+ 
planation of that result. So looking, one 
cannot help seeing, at first dimly and then 
very clearly, the figure of CHARLEs E. 
COURTNEY, a man who is perhaps the 
most remarkable, if not the most eminent, 
representative of a class by no means 
small—that of teachers who are highly 
successful in giving instruction which they 
are themselves unable to follow. Mr.

So know-how unites 
with strength and pluck in Mr. CourtTNEY's 
pupils, and the consequence is—well, one 
of the consequences is that two colleges 
prefer to race all by themselves, that 
course being safe and dignified—particu- 
larly safe. The pecullarities that made Mr. 
CouRTNEY a storm centre for years in 
rowing circles were, of course, constitu- 
tional and irremediable, as much as the 
color of his hair or eyes. They were 
misunderstood, then, because he had not 
found his proper place in the world; they 
do not mitigate his glory now, and should 
not.

“the waiters are white girls from the neigh- 


borhood, under the intelligent supervision 
of a young woman from this city. It is 
rather surprising to find colored waiters so 
deeply out of favor with a Southern paper. 
In the North they are regarded, we think, 
as a little above the average for male 
waiters, while girl waiters are not general 
favorites, and, in large cities at least, are 
rarely employed except in places where the 
cheapness of the food sold is an, if not the 
chief, attraction for customers. There is no 
doubt, however, that the Southern hotel, 
“generally speaking,” as The News and 
Courier says, is a pretty terrible place of 
abode for the unaccustomed guest. But 
such guests are not likely to hold the 
darky waiter responsible for many or the 
greatest of their woes. We advise The 
News and Courier to study the subject a 
while longer before it seriously urges the 
change it suggests. There is better work, 
in most communities, for white girls than 
waiting at public tables.

With the complacent temerity born of a

and the aesthetic qualities or shortcomings 
of a policé courtroom is monstrous.

THE GROWTH OF SOCIALISM. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A question that many are asking with 
a great deal of interest is what effect the 
great Socialist gains in Germany will have 
upon this country. The 400,000 Socialist 
votes in the United States at the last elec- 
tion were a very large nest egg, partly 
hecause indicating that the stage of ef- 
fective opposition to the movement on the 
basis Of unpopularity has been passed, and 
partly because showing that there are at 
least 400,000 hard workers for the Socialist 
cause now in the field. 

The primary question might seem to be 
whether there are great grievances in this 
country demanding remedies so radical &s 
revolutionary Socialism proposes. But 
what is vital to the point is that the indi- 
eations aré that great numbers believe 
such grievances exist. The vast number 
of strikes show a much deeper dissatis- 
faction than the momentary causes of the 
disputes explain, for they recur and recur 
after each settlement. 

The laboring class, if signs may be judg- 
ed, feel that there is something wrong in 
the structural relation of capital and labor. 
Strikes never reach as far down as this. 
Even the laborer is coming to see what 
everybody else has seen for a long time, 
that while every strike that fails is nearly 
a dead failure every strike that wins is 
a half failure. 

The laborer who comes to this view 
merely catches up with enlightened general 
opinion. 

It is rather chilling for a working man 
who has just emerged from a dreary strike 
in which he got what he asked for and then 
found that for certain perfectly explicable 
reasons he had really won nothing, to be 
told by his leaders that he must strike 
again to get the same thing. Will the 
second strike gain him anything more, in- 
trinsically, than the first did? He asks 
this question nowadays, owing to the en- 
lightenment with which his numerous dis- 
astrous suecessea are fraught. 

What can he do but strike? His strike 
leaders have told him nothing. In obe- 
dience to their view he has played the 
part of a tennis ball in politics, batted 
back and forth between two parties. 

The German elections are likely to have 
a very notable influence upon the American 
working classes in changing this, by call- 
ing their attention to politics as a method 


far more potent than the boomerang strike. 
If the German working men, so much below 
ours in intelligence, according to general 
opinion, can employ politics with world- 
surprising results, will not American work- 
ing people turn next in overwhelming num- 
bers to political measures? 

It may be further said that our great 
capitalists are doing everything in their 
ade to induce the adoption of this course 

y the labor element. I believe it is strictly 
fair to liken the manoeuvres of our great 
managers of industry to those of the Ger- 
man autocrat, William, in point of their ef- 
fect on the American masses. The effect 
is to breed a spirit of revolt which will not 
be contented until the system conducted by 
these managers is set aside and replaced 
by one that is tolerable to: the American 
masses. 

Taking the German gnaieey nothing is 
more likely to happen than this. While we 
know that the German Emperor and his

MR. FILLINGHAM AND THE RITUAL- 
isTS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

From the land beyond the seas, dear old 
London, every year come to our shores 
hordes of people on “ special business,”’ 
some for the accumulation of more money 
and a score of charitable ones who, seeing 
the wretched state of our country, desire 
to improve it. The number that are filled 
with humane purposes is large, and, taken 
collectively, these subjects might form an 
interesting group for the further study of 
human nature. Very few of them see any- 
ing of interest in us, for to their view they 
never can notice good in any person unless 
he has a blusty face and a cockney ac- 
cent, The latest “ benefactor” is a clergy- 
man, who intends to do with us what he 
has done in England—make us put away all 
“Popish ceremonies as practiced in the 
High Church.’ It is an important mission, 
and it demands immediate attention, and 
s0 believing that the Lord has appointed 
him to work out this little job, cheerfully 
he has set about it. 

The student of ecclesiastical history will 
call to mind one or two occasions when the 
Iconoclasts, disliking the adoration of 
statues, smashed from their pedestals these 
works of art, leaving some of the old ca- 
thedrals looking sorrowful after the demo- 
lition. Quite a time ago this took place 
and ‘‘ Christians " were a wee bit different 
in that hagy period, and, truthfully speak- 
ing, must affirm bigoted. The last thought 
of the old fanatics had passed out of our 
being, and we hoped not to return to simi- 


lar matters, but behold another has put on 
the mantle that fell from the shoulders of 
* those good men,’’ and will do his utmost 
to stamp out those things which are com- 
monly connected with ritualism. He speaks 
in pretty positive language, warning all of 
the consequence gf his wishes are not com- 
plied with. 

Just how much attention is to be given 
this reformer one cannot say, but there is 
little doubt that he will not pass through 
our midst without uttering his impreca- 
tions. If he stops here none will molest, 
but if he continues in the same manner as 
he tells us he did in England, we will rejoice 
to have him placed in safe keeping, where 
he can do no harm. The most anti-ritual- 
ist, it is to surmise, would not tolerate the 
tactics he employs, and the one of moderate 
proportions would deign to give him coun- 
This ardent soul has two chan- 
nels through which he could float his pro- 
tests, the press and the pulpit. 

According to the argument of the Rev. 
Mr, Fillingham, the High Church faction 
have gone astray from the prescribed lim- 
its as defined in the rules and regulations 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and 
are surely drifting into the ranks of Ca- 
tholicism, but before they reach this fate, 
warns them to repent of their wayward- 
ness, and go back to the true Episcopal 
service. This statement in the minds of 
some may seem true, others will deny that 
they are going to perdition, yet all must 
agree that a person has the right to advise 
in a friendly way, and also they have the 
chance to profit by such advice, or to ig- 
nore it as one sees fit. Our distinguished 
pastor says his words are not always lis- 
tened to, and in several instances he fol- 
lowed up his threat by_ going to the 
churches and demanding of the officiating 
rectors to desist in the ceremonies that 
shocked him. Once or twice he was re- 
sisted, the police being in time to take 
away the opposer of ritualism. 

While Mr. Fillingham is a strong foe to 
contend with, he must remember one thing, 
he has left the shores of Great Britain and 
is now in a land where people can worship 
Goud as ey choose. We are not in the 
habit of being subjected to rowdy treat- 
ment, and there are no decent folk to 
stand for such. When we go to church to 
worship we do not fear that our particular 
form of service will be interrupted, and if 
there should be any disturbance there is a 
police force to support us in the hourof need. 
Of course, all church people do not agree 
in their various tenets, but We all do be- 
lieve in toleration. After all the question is 
of importance mostly to those whofear that 
their religious liberty is interefered with, 
the High and Low Church: parties, but we 
as citizéns have the right to see that the law 
and order promised us, are not tampered 
with by any fanatic who cares to prod into 
our affairs, 

Only one rational way of déciding the 
question of differences in the Episcopal 
fold is by submitting the matter to a com- 
mittee, who could possibly reach a con- 
clusion. The services of the British clergy- 
man will help no side ,and surely accom- 

lish no moral good for the Low Church. 

ut this man has an idea in his head, and 
it must come out, or else he will not have 
the satisfaction of finding out its worth. 

One would supose that some other field 
for work might be available for Mr. Fil- 
lingham, It is unnecessary to stir up sect 
hatred, when there is opportunity in other 
directions, not far from ‘the gentleman's 
door. There are thousands and thousands 
of people who are sorely in need of spirit- 
ual help, and nearer home than America. 
London is filled with misery, and even in 
the picturesque towns, the cry for agsist- 
ance is heard as often as in our own land. 
Still it is of little use to plead with him, 
for he does not intend that anything be 
done toward the extension of God's king- 
dom until this question of ceremonials be 
decided to his liking.

DEPENDS ON AMERICA. 


Great Britain Hopes to Get Aid Through 
Our Commercial Treaty with China. 


LoNpon Trmes—New. York Tims 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, June 28.—The Times's corre- 
Spondent at Peking says that the an- 
nounced ratification of the British com- 
mercial treaty is on its way to Peking 
and that presumably ratifications will 
be exchanged after its arrival, But it 
must be remembered, adds the corre- 
spondent, that China has not committed 
herself on the subject, having declined to 
answer the British queries as to, her in- 
tentions in regard to carrying out some 
of the more loosely worded clauses. 

The British officials in China, says the 
correspondent, will require redoubled 
vigilance to prevent an evasion if the 
Likin abolition clause ever becomes op- 
erative, This, however, is very improb- 
able, in view of the more satisfactory 
terms of a corresponding article in the 
American treaty, of which the British 
will obtain advantages under the favored 
nation clause.

cotton famine, which would seriously 
prejudice the Frer.ch textile industries. 


The syndicate says that in spite of 


fluctuations in price due to speculation, 


the position of the American player is 

so strong that eventually he will impose 

his own terms on the consumer. 
During the last few years the Ameri- 


can crops have been insuffictent, while 
the demand has increased steadily. In 
many parts of France, particularly in 
Normandy, manwufacturers have begun 
to diminish production. 


RECEPTION ON THE KEARSARGE. 


All the Notables at Kiel to be Enter- 
tained To-day—American Jackies 
Having a Jolly Time Ashore. 


KIEL, Prussia, June 28.—The officers of 
the Kearsarge will give a reception on 
Monday afternoon, to which the Emperor 
and Empress, Prince and Princess Henry, 
and all the notabilities at Kiel, have ac- 
cepted invitations. A reception will be given 
aboard the Kearsarge, probably next Tues- 
day, for the crews of the German fleet. 
The German sailors will be able to see the 
inside of the ship, and will be entertained 
by the crew, 

There has been nothing whatever to com- 
plain of regarding the behavior of the 
American sailors who have been allowed 
ashore. They are welcopned along the 
waterfront, and the shops and restaurants 
are engaging interpreters for their con- 
venience. Signs are displayed everywhere 
‘‘ Americans are welcome to Kiel.”’ 

The American tars cause considerable 
wonderment to the Germans by driving 
around in carriages and cabs; at least half 
of Kiel’s limited supply of these vehicles is 
thus nightly employed. 


DID NOT INTEND TO KILL KING. 


Servian Revolutionists Meant Merely to 
Deport Him, Official Report 
Will Say. 


BELGARDE, Servia, June 26.—The of- 
ficial account of the recent assassinations, 
based on an investigation made by the 
War Minister, is expected to be published 
shortly. It is understood that it will say 
that the conspirators did not Intend to kill 
their Majesties, but only to deport them, 
but they were incited to the murders by 
the attack of Lfeut. Petrovics, the King’s 
Secretary, who fired the first shot.

It appears that it was the Hing of Greece 
and not the King of Tay who sent his 
congratulations to King Peter on Saturday.

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Dr. Babbitt Went to Learn the 
Truth at Wilmington. 


Could Have Been Prevented Easily, He 
Deciares—Ex-Convicts in the Mob 
—Attitude of Citizens. 


Returned from a visit to Wilmington, 
Del., to which city he went for tne pur- 
pose of investigating the lynching on fast 
Monday of George White, the negro who 
murdered Miss Helen Bishop, a white girl, 
the Rev. Dr. Dean Richmond Babbitt, rec- 
ter of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the Epiphafiy, Brooklyn, last evening gave 
his impressions of the affair. Dr. Baboitt 
has been giving much attention to the race 
problem in the South, and made the trip 
to the Delaware city that he might get at 
first hand information as to the lynching. 

Dr. Babbitt reached Wilmington last 
Thursday, and at once began his inquiry. 
He visited the Workhouse, from which 
White was taken by the mob; interrogated 
officials there, had interviews with Chief 
of Police Black, a local Judge, members of 
the State militia, and witnesses to the burn- 
ing of White, and also visited the negro 
quarter of the city. 

“The lynching could é¢asily have been 
prevented by the authorities,” he said. 
“That mob was gathering for days. Ru- 
mors of it were Widely circulated, and were 
published in the local press, The very 
sources of the mob from Marshalltown and 
Wilmington were known to the county and 
police authorities. 

“Yet they failed to act. Why? Because 
they were more or less in sympathy_ with 
the movement or feared the public. When 
the mob was before the workhouse there 
were fifty men. inside, all armed to the 
teeth, arene of withstanding, with devo- 
tion to duty and civic principle, a much 
larger force than the lynchers. The lead- 
ers of the mob were comparatively few, 
the hangers-on many. 

“The Chief of Police, with a Captain, 
met the mob outside, weakly parleyed with 
it, threatened to shoot, and then feeb) 
retreated. Then a programme of moe 
fusilade, actually published beforehand by 
a local paper, was followed, The mere fir- 
ing of shots over the heads of the mob 
caused all but about one hundred of them 
to flee to cover. 

“The fifty armed guards could have 
easily controlled any mob which onve got 
inside the small corridor back of the first 
steel gate. They failed in\their nerve, how- 
ever, and lost their heads. Many of them, 
in fact, mingled with the rioters. 

“ How do they excuse themselves? Chief 
of Police Black told me he was doubtful of 
his legal right to shoot, as it was outside 
the ~_ 4 limits. He and his men had been 
called by the county authorities, however, 
and if he had no legal right there why were 
he and his men there? Another reason 
which was frequently given for not shoot- 
ing was that the negro’s life was not worth 
the blood of white men. 

“Tt has been said that the mob was made 
up of ‘representative respectable citizens.’ 
it was not. I asked an official. of the 
workhouse if he saw a single man in the 
mob who looked like a gentleman. He 
answered in the negative. I asked if the 
leader seemed to be a gentleman. He said 
he did not, but had a vicious look. Fur- 
thermore e said there were several ex- 
convicts in the mob, who had been in that 
very workhouse. 

“Since the lynching there has been a 
cowardly fear on the part of the authori- 
ties, a criminal silence on the pé@rt of the 
better class of the people, and an aggres- 
sive blatancy on the part of the mob. The 
thousands of excuses for the lynchers by 
all classes of citizens show a community 
corrupted in civic ideals and void of civic 
and moral virility. The ery of the press, 
the police, the pulpit, the public men is, 
‘Let us forget.’ 

“The deepest instinct in the hearts of 
those lynchers was not reverence of wo- 
manhood, but lust for blood. The only dig- 
nified element of Wilmington <y~ | seems 
to be the Supreme Court, which refused to 
be overawed by the mob, the scapegoat of 
which it now has the proud distinction of 
being.”’ 


DR. LORIMER ON LYNCHING. 


Says Negroes Must Be Taught Horror 


of Qutrages, but Does Not Mention 
Wilmington in His Sermon. 


The Rev. Dr. George C. Lorimer, pas- 
tor of the Madison Avenue Baptist Church, 
in his farewell sermon yesterday prior to 
his vacation, pleaded for the injection of 
the Christian spirit into the affairs of 
every-day life. He insisted that strong dis- 
tinction be made between this spirit and 
what he termed “ ecclesiasticism.’’ The 
believers in this latter order of things 
were the prelates who tried to whisper their 
advice in the ears of rulers, 

“ There in Belgrade,” he said, “ the other 
day we saw Peter kissing the hand of the 
Metropolitan, while the bodies of the as- 
sassinated rulers were hardly cold, 

“The other day Monsieur Jaures, Secre- 
tary of the Interior for the French Gov- 
ernment, said to the Russian Secretary. 
that the Czar could remove the horror of 
the Kishineff affair by an expression of 
sympathy with the victims. He was told 
that the Czar could not follow the dictates 
of his conscience, 

“Thank God, however, President Roose- 
velt has followed conscience’s dictates and 
forwarded to the Czar the protest.” 
After the germon, in which he 

mention the Wilmington horror, Dr. 
mer said: 

*‘However much I may be opposed to 
lyrching, the negroes must be taught the 
true horror of these outrages. The white 
man Will not’ stand these assaults.” 

Dr, Lorimer intends to sail from Boston 
Thursday for Europe to be gone until 
Sept. 0.

‘No people can long survive who mur- 
der their criminals, hen mobs snatch 
criminals from the hands of the law, that 
they may torture and slowly destroy them, 
then the race or the class who consider 
themselves injured are stirred with all the 
malice of hatred, revenge, and rebellion, as 
they are in Wilmington, Del... to-day, The 
ery may well be heralded, ‘ What will the 
harvest be?’ if such indescribable scenes 
are to continue, Are we not really gazing 
into the throat of a volcano that may soon 
beich forth its destruction upon our fair 
domain, when poverty may be assailing 
wealth, the laborer his employer, the chiv- 
alrous Southerner the black man, the for- 
elgner the American, until another French 
Revolution is Inaugurated in the Western

ments, Here a number of objects have been 
installed which were formerly at the Brera 
and the Town Hall. Sculptures from the 
neo-classic and the romantic epochs are 
in some of these galleries; others contain 
later works inclusive of representatives of 
living artists; the medals formerly in the 
Museo Artistico have a room to themselves, 
The building is one of the oldest in Milan, 
but often restored. Milan is preparing for 
an international exposition in 1905, It will 
occupy the park in the centre of the city. 
Plans in competition have been made by 
leading Italian architects,

Among the treasures of the Cathedral of 
Coire at St. Lucius in Switzerland is a 
little box with sharply sloped top and 
rings in the gable end, such as the early 
mediaevals used for relics of saints, re- 
ligious books, or other precious things. 
It is of wood, carved in low relief and 
covered with thin plates of stamped and 
gilt copper. The main decoration consists 
of ribbon or interlacing designs, with birds 
and sea monsters. The date assigned this 
reliquary is the eighth century. From 
its decoration and the fact that Irish mis- 
sionaries from TIona and Lindisfarne 
reached Switzerland in that century, it is 
probable that the Coire reliquary is of 
Trish provenance; so M. Molinier argues in 
his work on this cathedral, just published 
in Paris. Other objects in this treasure 
much later than the eighth century, such 
as a box carved of bone and a wooden 
frame of the twelfth, retain a good deal 
ef the spirit of the older work, the curv- 
ing bands, animal forms, and grotesques. 
At 8t. Lucius art remained to a large 
degree untouched by the changes elsewhere 
in Burope. Among the fifteenth century 
carvings on the altars are works by Jacob 
Russ and Stephan Klain. A painting by 
Lukas Cranach represents a bust view of 
Herodias carrying the head of St. John 
on a platter, There are triptychs by old 
German painters and a great store of 
curious church furniture,

The sculptor Mercié has reasons more 
than one to deplore the assassination of 
King Alexander of Seivia, for the Servian 
monarch had given him an important com- 


mission, besides an order for his own bust 


and one of the unfortunate Queen Draga. 
Alexander, it appears, had determined to 
embellish Belgrade with an equestrian 
statue of his father, cx-King Milan, and 
the work had reached the stage of a model, 
but had not been cast in bronze. It was to 


have been unveiled this year in August; on 
the pedestal one reads a Latin inscription, 
“Gratitude of the Country has erected this 


to King Milan.”’ Ag the only gratitude that 
Servia has felt tloware Milan was experi- 
enced when that flighty monarch left the 
country, this inscription shares the fate 
of most royal utterances on stone. Mercié 
has faithfully reproduced the uniform of 
Milan, with all the Austrian and other or- 
ders he was entitled to wear. Now it is all 
up with equestrian staiue and royal busts— 
and perhaps with Austijan influence also.

Mr. R. W. Hall has finished his report on 

the ruins at Zimbabwe, in Mashonaland, 
described by Mauch, Theodore Bent, Keane, 
and Karl Peters. He found soapstone 
beams and cylinders very curiously and 
finely carved, chisled disks of soapstone 
representing the sun, bowls of the same 
material, and pottery resembling that found 
in North Africa. He also found black beads 
with white circles, minute yellow and green 
beads of glass, a copper battle-axe, and ob- 
jects of veneration used in nature worship. 
Among the Mashonas was found a rude 
headless animal in pottery, striped like a 
zebra, which resembles similar things in 
Phoenician tombs. Prof. A. H. Keane has

and their commercial alilance with Hiram 
of Tyre. Unfortunately no _ inscriptions 
have yet been found by means of which a 
close connection could be shown between 
these ancient gold-diggers and the South 
Arabians.

Last week takes the palm for dullness, 
and the tendency was still downward, 
despite some improvement of sentiment 


| at, the week’s close. The former fact is 


reflected in the decline of 44 stocks 
compared with the advance of 20, those 
being all that moved a point or more. 
Among bonds showing equal animation 
9 advanced and 31 fell. Among the 
dozen most active shares 9 moved less 
than a point. Pennsylvania, which led 
the list, advanced just 1. “The largest 
advance among the dozen was 2% for 
Colorado Fuel, which closed at 65% 
against a maximum of 69%. Among the 
dozen there were but two declines, a 
point for Brooklyn Rapid Transit and 
\% for Reading. Of the total bond deal- 
ings nearly one-third was in Steel 5s, 
which fell %, just double the fall for the 
week in Steel preferred. No other bond 
was both active and much altered. The 
greatest change in the bond list was 
a fall of 15 to 25—2 above the minimum— 
for Shipbuilding 5s. Colorado Convert- 
ibles rose in sympathy with the stock 
upon the change in control. 

There is still no expectation of much 
activity. Uncertainty regarding the 
crops and the money market and the 
approach of the vacation season, with 
many prominent absences, are still chief 
factors, among which the cotton corner 
must .not be forgotten. The week 
closed. with the expectation that all but 
# small part of the existing supply 
would pass, at prices prohibitive of con- 
sumption, into the hands of speculators 
who have no use for it except to pass 
it on to those who think the price is 
too high. What will they do with it? | 
is the question. They cannot part with 
it without breaking the market, and they 
must do something with it before the 
new supplies are available to the only 
customers who want it for legitimate 
purposes. It is not impossible that in 
the attempt to break the corner the 
shorts may import cotton; and it is cer- 
tain that the exports of cotton goods, 
which had been increasing, decreased 
$912,000 in May. No one has pointed 
out any benefit to anybody from these 
unusual proceedings except to the spec- 
ulators. There would be no general re- 
gret if*they came to Brief.

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VICAR FILLINGHAM 


AT CONEY ISLAND} 


He First Attended Service at St. 
George’s Church. 


Preparations Had Been Made at the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin for 
Possible Disturbance — Dr. 
Ritchie’s Comment. 


The Rev. R. C. Fillingham, vicar of Hex- 
ton, England, as a last trial of American 
customs, went down to Coney Island yes- 
terday, was bored, and came away. He- 
fore that he attended service at St. 
George’s Episcopal Church. He talked 
later at the Fifth Avenue Hotel of his 
day’s doings. 

“It was a very enjoyable service at St. 
George’s,”’ said the Rev. Mr. Fillingham 
cheerfully, “and I heard a most intelligent 
sermon preached by one of the assistant 
curates. There was no comparison be- 
tween it and the sermon I heard at the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin, which any 
child of eight could have preached. 

“I didn’t go to Coney Island to investi- 
gate vice, for really, you know, I am not 
over here as a vice crusader. My mission, 
don’t you know, is something more than 
that. .I went to Coney because I had heard 
that all you Americans went down there 


for your amusement, but I really can’t see, | 
don’t you know, whatever you.-all find that | 


is amusing there. 

“Truly I was startled with the pande- 
monium that greeted my senses when I got 
off the car. It was a veritable earthly 
hell. I saw a lot of idots shooting at fig- 
ures, and another lot of idiots throwing 


baseballs, as you call them, and then I 
looked around and saw a jot of.other idiots 
who seemed to be enjoying themselves. 

fi didn’t see any vice at Coney Island, 
but, don’t you know, I didn’t go there look- 
ing for vice. There were just the idiots 
and che whole collection of uninteresting 
things. It truly bored me exceedingly, 
don’t you know, and I came away on tue 
first car I could get home.” 

The Rev. Mr. Fillingham is going to sail 
for Emgiand Wednesday, if he carries out 
his present plans. Before that time he 
plans to send a final letter to Bishop Pot- 
ter. What this letter was to say he had 
not determined last night, but he gave as 
his opinion that Bishop Potter had “ given 
himself away by his foolish and insulting 
letter.”’ 

“IT have made many friends since I have 
beer here,” continued Mr. Fillingham last 
night,-‘‘and I find that there is a large 
party who do not approve of the idolatrous 
customs as they are practiced on this side 
in certain instances. These people I shail 
come back to lead not later than February 
of next year, and then we will give the 
ritualists a surprise.”’ 

Concerning the surprise, he was mysteri- 
ous, but was sure that it would utterly 
rout the forces ef the adversaries. 

“It will probably be called sacrilege 
when we act,” he said in a stage whisper, 
looking carefully around to see that no 
spies were iistening.

Boy Dragged by Outgoing Train Until

Maurice Vogel, the fifteen-year-old son

ernoon when he was swept from a Third 
Avenue elevated train at the Grand Street 
station. It is said by his relatives that the 
train was started before the boy had got 
on the platform of the car, and that the 
gates were open.

When a north-bound train pulled into 
the station all started to board the rear 
platform of the second car. Young Maurice 
Was the last of the party. Mr. Vogel says 
that the guard was about to ring the start- 
ing. bell. The guard was warned, he alleges, 
but paid no attention to it and pulled the 
belilrope. Maurice had just grasped the 
railing and had one foot on the piatform 
when the train started. It gained mo- 
mentum rapidiy, and the boy was pulled off 
his feet, but still grasped the rail. 

The boy's body struck a railing and was 
thrown over it, and he landed in a heap on 
the stairway below. The train was stopped 
and backed into the station, and the excited 
relatives rushed from it and down the stairs 
to where the boy had fallen. 

A hurry call was sent to Gouverneur Hos- 
pital for an. ambulance, and the boy's in- 
juries were dressed, after which he was 
taken to his home, 

Mr. Vogel said yesterday that he would 
probably bring suit against the company.

Walikopf, Unfortunate in Business, 
Ended Life with Bullet. 


With an old-fashioned dueling pistol, a 
man who was known as Theodore Wall- 
kopf, a German, committed suicide yes- 
terday morning in his room at the board- 
ing house Kept by Mrs. Crawford at 65 
Park Avenue.

A Runaway, a Woman Crushed, a Free 
Fight, and Extraordinary Police Ac- 
tivity Some of the Features 
of the Day. 


A crowd estimiated at 200,000 visited 
Coney Island yesterday, making the day 
in point of attendance the record day so 
far this season. 

Capt. Dooley of the Coney Island police 
had a large number of extra men assigned 
to help him keep order, and the orders to 
them were that the excise laws were to Le 
strictly enforced. It wags said last night 
that the police had followed the instruc- 
tions to the letter. Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Ebstein visited the resort during the 
day, and with Capt. Dooley made a pretty 
thorough inspection of the various places 
on the island. 

Despite the strict enforcement of the ex- 
cise laws there were a great many arrests 
during the day. There were also many ac- 
cidents reported, several of them being 
serious, One of the accidents happened to 
Mrs, Sarah Evans of 216 West Nineteenth 
Street, Manhattan. Mrs. Evans was a pas- 
Senger on one cof the iron steamboats, and 
in leaving the boat got mixed up in the 
huge crowd that was leaving the steamer, 
and was crushed to the ground. Before she 
could be rescued she had been severely 


bruised about the head, face, and body, 
and her kneecap had been-fractured. She 
was taken. to the Emergency Hospital. 

About 5 P. M. Herman Roth, a young 
man from Manhattan, who was riding. a 
horse at a fast clip, lost his balance at 
the corner of the Bowery and Jones’s Walk. 
One of his feet caught in the stirrup, and 
he was dragged {wo blocks before the norse 
was stopped, The yenne man’s face was 
terribly lacerated and his right hip dis- 
located. He was sent to the Kings County 
Hospital. 

Another accident in which a horse played 
the principal part beféll Edward Welch, a 
thirteen-year-old boy employed by William 
(Father Bill) Daly, the turfman, as an ex- 
ercise boy. Welch was exercising one of 
Daly's horses on the Ocean Boulevard when 
the animal became unmanageable and 
threw him. He was picked up in an un- 
conscious condition and taken to the Emer- 
gency Hospital, where it was found that 
he had sustained a compound fracture of 
the skull. The race horse was captured, 
after a long chase, by a mounted police- 
man. 

About the same time that young Welch 
was injured occurred a lively fracas on @ 
Culver Line trolley car. Among the pas- 
sengers on the car were Jefferson Brisk 
and his wife of 1,649 Forty-fifth Street 
Brooklyn. Brisk claimed that he ha 
boarded the car at the point where the sec- 
ond fare is collected and that he did not 
owe the company but one fare. The con- 
ductor denied this, and then Inspector Au- 
gust Eck came along and ordered that 
Brisk be put off the car. A fight resulted, 
in which Brisk was badly used up. During 
the mélée Mrs. Brisk went to her husband's 
assistance, and she was also given a bad 
beating, being knocked down and injured 
internally. She was removed to the Emer- 
gency Hospital. The police advised Eck 
and Brisk to get warrants for each other 
and settle the matter in the courts. 

Yesterday also proved a busy day for 
Magistrate Voorhies. In the morning the 
prisoners arrested in the raids during the 
early morning hours were arraigned. The 
proprietors of the places and several other 
people supposed to be connected with them 
were held in bail of $1,000 each for exam- 
ination Friday. Alderman Frederick Lundy 
went un the bond of the majority of the 
prisoners.

When the Alaskan gold fever was at its 
height, four years ago, Mr. Price was one 
of those who determined to seek a fortune 
in the great golden North. Accordingly, 
with his wife, he packed his belongings 
and sailed for New York. From New York 
he went to Seattle to catch a ‘boat for 
Alaska.
